Tho strong rosolu!ii>ns atlopied by 
the i-'runkfort Chuiiiber of l.'uliinierce 
fttvonng (be ConstUotional Amend- 
ment relating to the purchase of telo- 
phone linea are meeting with favor 
througboat tbe atate. Among other 
paiKis whi<'h have endoned this ae- 
tii'U editorially is the Ftankfort Stall 
Journul, wbicb reeeutly published tbe 
following editorial: 

"Amend The Cenatltutiea 
"The action of tbe Cbamtivr of Com> 
merce, in pledging its efforu to the 
adoption of the Conatitutional Amend- 
meat relating to the purchsae of tele- 
phone linea, and in calling upon other 
commercial bodiea to aupport It, Is 
both wise aad timely. 

"Two telephone lines la tbe same- 
community, sach cottteadlBg lOr aub- 
scribera, ia a anisanoe— an expensive 
nuisance— to the public, aad baa been 
too long tolerated. Whea tbe busy 
niercbaat, farmer or profesaioaal man 
takes up hla telephoae, he wanu to 
talk sad talk quickly; aad to be told 
that tbe party sought baa "the other 
line" aataraily stirs bis rsseatment. 
Two exchanges ia tbe same towa 
mesa that the buitlneaa aad piotea- 
sional man mast maintain both, and 
this bo should aot be required to do. 

"Telephone service should be univer- 
sal smong teloiihone users; every tel- 
eiihone nser should be able to reach 
every other telephone user, over hla 
own phone. 

Tbe present Constituiioa of Kea- 
tucky was writtea when the telephono 
bualneaa was In Its early infancy, and 
in it was writtoa that oae telephone 
conipanv could not acquire by lease 
or purchase, tha lines ot a compet- 
ing company, with the result that la 
every municipality where there have 
exiated two telephone ayatems, how- 
soever much a Chamber of Com- 
■wree or a City Council wUbed to 
have oaly one, they could get rid of 
aeitber without wrerkiag oae. Both 
llaaa waia doomed to coatiauous exist- 
eaao. la splta of the tact that gener- 
ally aeitber waa proaperous, or giving 
to the puMie aatisfactory service. 
State autlioritlea and io(;al councila 
have aomplete power of regulation of 
telephoae oompantea. 

"The Oeneral Asteiubly adopted the 
pending amendment to tlie CoUiititu- 
tion, permitting one telephone com- 
pany to purchase the lines of anoth- 
er, provided the City Council an.l the 
State authorities should approve the 
purobase; without that approval no 
purchase can be made.
